2. And in how awful a Manner did the great 


Apoſtle and __ Prieft of our Profeſſion con- 


fer this venerable Office, this high Authority 
on the firſt miniſters he ſent forth! When he had 

ſaidd this, he breathed on them and ſaid, Receive 
ye the Holy Ghoſt: Words not without cauſe, 


retained by our Church, and which have as 


really imparted the Holy Ghoſt unto US alſo; 


_ unleſs (with the World, which never could yet 
receive him) we have believed theſe to be vain 
Words; unleſs we have been guilty of the 


moſt profane mockery of God, and that on 
the moſt ſolemn occaſion. But indeed, my 


Brethren, according to our Faith, ſo hath it 
been unto us. And according as we have re- 
ceived him or not, ſo have we met with a Bleſ- 
ſing or a Curſe; ſo have we offered holy or 
ſtrange fire unto the Lord: So have we preach- 


: ed with Power, or with none Effect: So have 


dur Labours been ſucceſsful or without Succeſs : 
ſo have we ourſelves felt the power of the Word, 
or ſpoke with unaffected lips the dead letter 
only (2 Cor. iii. 6.) So, in a Word, have we 
converted many, or few, or none at all from 
the power of Satan unto dle. 
3. It is by receiving the Holy Ghoſt, that 
every Miniſter of Chriſt (not only thoſe who 
were firſt ordained of him) is an Apoſtle; that 
is, one ſent of God, or a meſſenger (Philip. ii. 


25.) to declare his terms of faith and repent- 


ance to the people: One ſent hy the power 
and according to the will of God; not by the 
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will of his parents, or his own; but by Jeſus 


« for the perfecting of the ſaints, for the edify- 
ing the Body of Chriſt. ” And of every 


ſuch Reward, it cannot but be required; 5 


that he be found faithful, mr k APEELEUON. 
MEEDE DOLON TON LOGON ToOU THEOU ; not 


corrupting, or cauponizing the Word of God; 


not mixing, adulterating or ſoftening it, in or- 


der to reconcile it to the taſte of à crooked 


and perverſe generation: not handling it deceit- 


fully for filthy lucre-ſake ; not proſtituting it 


to by-ends, to the vile purpoſes. of gaining 


_ earthly things; profit, or honour, or prefer- 
ment: for this in the apoſtle's words (Rom. xvi. 
18.) is, to ſerve our own bellies, to preach our- 


ſelves, and not Chriſt Jeſus the Lord (2 Cor. iv. 
5.) A faithful ſteward has a ſingle eye to the 


Glory of Him that ſent him; and as of fince- 
rity, as of God, in the ſight of God, ſpeaks he 
in Chriſt. Having the word of reconciliation 


committed to him, he deals it out prudently, 
and with all his power; according to the ſe- 


veral exigencies of his Flock he rightly divides 

the Word of Truth: And with all that ability 
which God alone giveth, he miniſters to thoſe 
who are heirs of ſalvation. Yea, as an ambaſ- _ 


ſador of Chriſt, he is continually crying to ſin- 
ners: (2 Cor. v. 18, 19, 20, 21.) Be ye re- 


conciled to God: For God (he has power and 
commandment to tell them) is reconciled to 
them; as he was in Chriſt; not imputing their 


treſpaſſes unto them; for they are already im- 


puted to Chriſt (Iſa. Iii. 5, 6.) as his Righteouſ- 
_ neſs is to every Believer: (Rom. iv. 22, 23, 24.) 
for he made Him ſin, who knew no ſin, to this 

very intent, that (2 Cor. v. 21.) we might 


be made the righteouſneſs of God in him. 


Very many are the other paſſages in holy 


writ, Which ſet forth the importance of, and 


conſequently imply the neceſſity of F aithfulneſs 5 


in the Miniſterial Stewardſhip. 


But I haſten, ſecondly, to deſcribe (as the 
great inſtances of our faithfulneſs to God here- 


in) the doctrines we ſhould teach, the tempers 


we ſhould be of, and the lives we ſhould lead, 


who bear this character.

3. She lays the foundation of all our doc- 


trines and practice, in the faith of a Trinity of 


perſons, in the one undivided Godhead : And 
this ſhe propoſes, not as a bare ſpeculative 


truth, (as too many alas! receive it, who pro- 
eſs to believe the Trinity in Unity, but indeed 


are without God in the world) but as the ſource 


or firſt principle of life and holineſs in us; in 
Us, who by nature are dead to God (in conſe- 


quence of his juſt threat) (Gen. u. 17.) and 


full of all uncleanneſs. If then we mark the 


doctrine of the Trinity aright, we preach what 
each perſon 1s to us, even Gad the Father, our 
Father, who not only created us at firſt m his 


own image, but when we had loſt this, provided 
for a new creation, by cauſing the whole de- 
ſtroy d nature, to be born over again in his 
Son Jeſus Chriſt ; that every individual of that 
nature, might be capable of being born again 
by faith, or created anew in Chriſt Jeſus, This 
the apoſtle means, where he ſays, (Cor. v. 17.) 


If any man be in Chriſt, that is, if any man 


be a true chriſtian, he is a new creature, old

| ſhall accept of revelation : Vet let all men know | 


it can do no more; nor did God deſign it 
ſhould. PTis in Chrift alone that all things 
are reconciled. In him are all the treaſures of 
wiſdom and knowledge to reftore all things 


upon earth (Rom. viii. 22.) fallen with fallen 


man. Tis Chriſt who is now the reſurrection 


and the life to the ſoul of man dead in ſin: 


(Eph. ii. 1.) for verily the hour now is, when 
the dead may hear the voice of the Son of God, 
and they that hear, that have ears to hear, 
ſhall live. (John v. 25.) In a word, nothing 
can reſtore God's Microcoſm fallen to ruin, 
but the great DpEREMIOUROOS himſelf: nothing 
can quicken, but he who is the life of the 
world : Nothing can fave but that-croſs, on 
which the Saviour died : Nothing can redeem 
but chat goſpel, which is the power of God to 


lent church, for I have not leiſure to mention 
more, let us obſerve, how faithful ſhe is to 
her dear bridegroom, her divine Head, her 
Almighty Lord! How much ſhe abominates 
chat {ſpirit of deiſm, the ſpirit of antichriſt, 
which hath ſo prevailed for many years, 
under the plauſible notion, that chriſtiani- 
ty is a reaſonable ſervice: Indeed it is fo 
highly reaſonable ; but not according to the 
natural reaſon of man (1 Cor. ii. 15.) which, 
as a fallen principle, is corrupt in its beſt ſtate ; 
but of God: according to the divine LoGos, 
in whom are hid all the treaſures of wiſdom 
and knowledge. How does ſhe deteſt the

It remains only for him who is thus 
conformed to the likeneſs of his Lord to be 
a peace- maker; zealous of good works; doing 
good unto all men: And to rejoice and be ex- 
ceeding glad, while he is perſecuted for righ- 
teouſneſs ſake; while the world, all thoſe 
who are unrighteous, that is, unbelievers, do 
(becauſe he is not of the world) revile him, 
and ſay all manner of evil againſt him falſely 
for the Son of man's ſake.

or good report. Nothing is ſo highly ho- 


* nourable in itſelf, ſays a chriſtian writer, 
© as to bear a part in the prieſthood of Chriſt, 
© and to be employed in the work of the mi- 
© niſtry, But then it ſhould be well conſidered, 
that this is only honourable in the ſame ſenſe, 
as it may be ſaid, that nothing is more honou- 
rable than to ſuffer as amartyr. It is an honour 
that is as different from all worldly figure and 
« diſtin&tion, as the glory of Chriſt upon the 
« croſs is different from the triumphs of an 
«* earthly prince. When therefore we think 
of the honour and dignity of the paſtoral

function, we ſhould be careful: to remember 


© that it is only the honour of dying a martyr ; 
© the honour of humbling, abaſing and facri-

19. And hence it evidently follows, that an 
utter renunciation of all worldly tempers, an

ſary for us, in order to the ſucceſsful diſcharge 


of our office, than to other chriſtians. We e 


ſpecially need the deepeſt humility, and the moſt 
thoro' ſelf· abaſement, that we may bring every 
thought into captivity to the obedience of Chriſt: 


that being empty'd of ourſelves, we may continu- 


ally look unto him, in whom all fulneſs dwells, 


as our wiſdom and ſtrength; (for who is ſuffi- 


cient for theſe things!) and may rejoice, that 
we are ever dependent on him, withe ut whom 
we eſpecially can do nothing. And he is the 
greateſt among the miniſters of Chriſt, whe- 
ther biſhop or prieſt, who is moſt conformed 
to his Lord, by an humble love: by an un- 
wearicd care of his ſheep ; and by ſtooping to 


the meaneſt offices to ſerve them. Ye know, 


ſays our Lord, that the princes of the gentiles 
exerciſe dominion over them, and they that 
are great exerciſe authority upon then; Bur 
IT SHALL NOT BE $0 AMONG YOU; but who- 

ſoever will be great among you, let him be 

your miniſter, [p1aKoNos] and whoioever 
will be chief among you let him be your ſer- 
vant : [Luke xxii. 26.] even as the Son of 

man came not to be miniſter'd unto, but to 
miniſter [P1aKoNEESAi] and to give his life a 
ranſom for maß.

20. Vet once more, It is more eſpecially 
needful for us, to be patient and long-ſuffe- 
ring: For if we preach the croſs, indeed, my 
brethren, we ſhall carry it: This being a doc- 
trine, which the world never yet could bear, 
and though called chriſtian, never will, till it 
is Chriſtian indeed. If we preach Chriſt cruci- 
fied, or grace here and glory hereafter, thro?
